In very fertile soils Alfalfa fields have been known to pro- 
duce in a single season five cuttings of grass. Alfalfa must be cut every 
time it comes into bloom if the patch is to be preserved permanently. It 
makes the best of hay and it sells higher in most markets than high grade 
Timothy or Clover hay. 

The plant is quite hardy, but must not be sown in moist or wet ground. 
20 to 35 lbs. per acre are sown. Land intended for Alfalfa should be well 
manured and an application of lime is recommended. The soil should be 
prepared with the utmost care and the seed broadcasted, slightly covered 
and soil then compacted: The months of March and April in the Spring, 
and August and September in the Fall are favorite times to start Alfalfa 
fields. Many farmers not yet ready to grow Alfalfa are mixing a few pou nds 
with their red clover seed in order to get their soils inoculated with the proper 
bacteria for future Alfalfa crops. 

Many of the failures with Alfalfa have been due to low quality of seed 
that in most cases has come from Europe. There has been Alfalfa on the 
‘market that was less than 50% in germination and that part very weak. 
This imported seed is much lower in price than the High Grade American 
Seed—as much as $2.00 to $3.00 per bu. lower.
